The grasshoppers are so thick at 
Perham, in Otter Tail county, that the 
commissioners have appointed two 
men as a committee to organize a 
general warfare against tin* pests. 
Their instructions are to spare no 
labor or expense, and from $2,000 to 
8.7,000 will be put out to rid the coun­ 
ty' of the locusts. Gov. McGill has 
promised to help secure state aid to 
reimburse the county for the expense. 


S t at e S up e rint e nde nt 
Kiehle has 
issued a circular fixing the time of the 
annual school meetings ip the differ­ 
ent districts for Saturday, J uly 21st. 
The state appropriation will average 
about £ 3.50 for every pupil in attend­ 
ance thirty days or more. Tin* coun­ 
ty superintendents are directed to pay 
special attention to their reports to 
tin* working of the law on temperance 
hygiene in the schools; the supply of 
teachers and their quality ; the grad­ 
ing of country schools, and the matter 
of public libraries and what they hive 
done for the schools of the various 
districts. 


The platform adopted at Chicago 
has the right ring to it. The Demo 
eracy have thrown to tin* breeze the 
fret* trade challenge and the issue 
will hi* met. 
While the party’ in 
power would destroy the tariff to the 
detriment of American industries and 
labor and build up England’s enter­ 
prises, the Republican party will labor 
to build up industries in our own 
country and protect the interests of 
American lalxir. On the one hand 
the Democratic party stands for free 
trade and tariff destruction, while on 
the other the Republican party de­ 
mands protection and revenue reform* 


The Journal is very' much exercised 
over the fate of the Republican party 
and predicts dire results in the near 
future, in fact Bro. Stivers sees in his 
mind's eye the entire dissolution of 
the rank and file and the abolition of 
the name even. This would be dread­ 
ful, indeed, but the present genera­ 
tion will lie laid in their last resting 
place long before the prohibitions 
swallow the grand old party body and 
breeches. 
Wait until the returns 
come in next November, and if we 
mistake not the Democratic party 
will lie anxious to adopt the prohibi­ 
tion platform, although it would lx* a 
bitter pill for them.

The republicans of the United 
States assembled in convention, pause 
on the threshold to honor the memory 
of Abraham Lincoln and the heroic 
names of Grant, Garfiehl, Arthur, Lo­ 
gan and Conkling.

Look Out For Cyclones. 
The weather prophet, W. T. Foster, 
of Iowa, whose met*» urological pre­ 
dictions have already invested his 
name with some amount of notoriety, 
predicts serious atmospheric disturb­ 
ances in the West and Northwest 
during the next few « lays. 
He states 
that while he has no desire to create 
a sensation or to excite needless alarm 
he would call special attention to the 
severity of the storms which will 
probably set in to-day and continue 
until the clue« * of the month.

to these dates are attributable to the 
fact that the earth and Mercury will 
pass the sun’s equator and Venus its 
equinoctial between the 18th and 28th 
of June, and if there is anything in 
planetary meteorology, these three 
astronomical events coming so close 
together will cause an increase of 
electrical potency and thereby aug­ 
ment the force of the storms.

Tho robbers who stopped a North­ 
ern Pacific train last Saturday in 
Montana are still at large. The sheriff 
of Yelk» wstone comity, wh<» has been 
in pursuit, has retum« *d and relates 
the following to a Press correspond­ 
ent: 
There were probably eight men, 
one outfit of five with a wagon und 
three horses on the south side of the 
river near the railroad track and three 
men with horw» s on the n« » rth side of 
the river. 
Tht-se left their horstss and 
crossis! the railroad bridge on foot, 
joining th** others to make the rob- 
iM*ry. 
After effi-cting their purpose 
they r« *crossed and swan tht? horses 
across the river to the south side. 
The wagon was thrown into the river. 
Two men then went down the river in 
a skiff. The other three mounted 
their hors**s, and after circling among 
the bluffs on the banks of the Yellow­ 
stone 
struck south toward Wolf 
mountain* in Wyoming, 160 miles 
from the railroad. 
Monday morning 
they cross» *d Bullock’s Fork, forty 
inil« *s south of the railroad, where 
they were joined by the other three 
on hors« *s. The six were now travel­ 
ing together. 
Sheriff Irvine, of Miles 
City, with two men under Sheriff 
IDs*« l, of Billings, with two men, are 
on their trail aliout twelve hours be­ 
hind the robbers. 
If they reach the 
Wolf mountains before the posse it 
will Im» hard to find them and their 
<**cni» c is very probable. 
The department commander order- 
i*d Gen. Dudley to call in his two 
tr« nq» s of cavalry and Indian scouts 
censuring him for sending them out 
on such an occasion. 
The Northern 
Pacific railroad now offers $10,000 ri*- 
ward for the robl**rs, dead or alive.

The corresjR)ndent of tho Press 
from Aitkin says that “ tin» steamer 
Fawn, with iff » out a hundred pas­ 
sengers, made ail excursion trip up 
the Mississippi as far as the mouth of 
the Big Willow. It is one of the 
grainiest sights ever witnessed here; 
no land visible for twenty miles. At 
P. T. Waldeck’s farm there is alniut 
half an acre of lanil with from fifteen 
to twenty heatl of stock on it. A lit­ 
tle farther up two men were ¡» lanting 
their crop on alniut an acre of land, 
arul a foot rise would drown them out. 
People are living in wigwams along­ 
side of their homes, with their stock 
living on rafts. The excursion re­ 
turned from Willow river in two 
hours and thirty minutes, heating all 
former records and landing at the 
railroad bridge."

SENATE. 
In the senate Mr. Hale called up Mr. 
Morg an's resolution as to the fishery 
treaty , and made a speech upon it. The 
senate then resumed consideration on th® 
resolution offered by Mr. Stewart calling 
for a statement of the tale of bonds since 
April J, 188$. 
M OUSE. 
Mr. Lind made a strong five minutes 
speech in favor of the admission duty free 
of ina« liinery to be used in the manufacture 
of binding twine. The Mills bill allows the 
admission of material and machinery for 
the manufacture of cotton bag g ing for cot­ 
ton and for the manufacture of jute sacks, 
such as is used on the Pacific coast for 
bug g ing wheat, duty free. Mr. Lind ar­ 
g ued that it was a matter of simple justice 
that the privileg es thus secured to the 
Southern and West coast farmers should 
be ex tended to the Northwestern farmers.

At this m om ent, doubtless, he re­ 
g rets the natural irritatio n which led 
him to kill the reptile. We may safely 
assum e th a t its f« ang s were in working 
order; but it would have been more 
.satisfactory to have had clear proof. 
Dr. Richards collectnl a num ber of 
snakes for some ex perim ent—m these 
case* one can never be sure w hat class 
of ex periment will turn up. however. 
A lively cobra upset the prog ram ,fast­ 
ening upon the op erato r’s hand. 
He 
laid the ling er open to the bone.above 
the wound,and applied perm ang anate 
of p o tash —g entlemen of prudent dis­ 
position who consort with 
snake* 
keep such m aterials bnn« ly . Then he 
drove off for advice. Er. Macleod and 
Fir Benjamin Finipson re-opened the 
g ash, cauterized it with nitric acid, 
and tiie story end-« .

I imber Thieves.

same as though it was the property 
of a private citizen. 
This has not 
been the case with jurors generally 
in this state* for a number of years, 
but there is certainly no reason why 
th** railroad company’s property is not 
entitled to the same protection under 
the law and at the hands of a jury, as 
that of any private person. 
K**rr stole some 500 tit1« off a cer 
tain section in the northern part of 
I Wadena county, was discovered by 
one of the Yailroad company’s timber 
! insjM*ctors, a vigorous prosecution 
followed by the authorities of Wadena 
county, and Kerr was sentenced to 
pay $100 fine, or be imprisoned fivt 
months.

The Resolutions.

Whereas, We have heretofore de­ 
manded certain remedial legislation 
looking to the i‘quitable distribution 
of the fruits of lalxur; the just regula­ 
tion on the subject of railroad traffic 
both in state and in inter-state com­ 
merce to a fair and equitable point 
where the interests of the railroad 
companies and the interests of the 
shippers should be fairly and justly 
considered; and to the full and un­ 
restricted rights of the shipper to 
reach the markets of the world un­ 
trammeled by the unjust burden; 
and 
Whereas, Such legislation as the 
experience of the past would suggest, 
and in the light of such experience, 
has already been secured through the 
efforts of the republican party ; There­ 
fore be it resol ved that we demand 
such additional legislation necessary 
to fully and fairly adjust the relation 
of shippers and carriers, to the end 
that the shippers shall lie allowed to 
ship at a fair and reasonable rate,

Resolved, That we insist upon a 
material and judicious reduction of 
the tariff especially where it bears 
heavily upon 
the producing and 
agricultural interests and demand 
that congress shall cease trifling with 
this most important subject.

we regard the so-called Mills bill as 
presented in congress, *u» a subterfuge 
designed only to deceive, and faught 
with mischief, bearing upon its face 
the unmistakable evidence of having 
been prepared solely in the spirit of 
sectional interest, carefully guarding 
the interests of one section of the 
country at the expense of another, and 
we regret that the party in power re­ 
fuses to meet the question of tariff 
reduction in a fair and manly spirit. 
We hold the democratic party respon­ 
sible for the war of which the present 
tariff was a necessary outgrowth, and 
in view of the failure of that party to 
reform the tariff after being in posses­ 
sion of the lower house of congress 
for several years we cannot but regard 
their promises of reform as mere pre­ 
tense, unworthy any respect or serious 
consideration; and pointing to the 
fact that all material reduction in the 
tariff has been through the efforts of 
the republican party, while the history 
of the democratic party upon this 
subject is a succession of broken 
pledges, we confidently appeal to the 
people to entrust this most important 
subject to the care of the republican 
party.

Gifts of Poison. 


It is time that respectable mer­ 
chants combined with consumers for 
the suppression of all gift, prize and 
lottery schemes in connection with 
the sale of articles of merchandise. 
These schemes are not only demora­ 
lizing to ligitimate business and to 
the morals of the community, but in 
the extent in which they are being 
carried in the sale of articles of food 
have become a source of great danger 
to the public health. They are, no 
matter in what form they appear, 
nothing more or less than devices to 
swindle 
honest 
and unsuspecting 
people. 
It is gratifying to learn that in 
some instances the officers of the law 
have taken hold of the matter. In 
New York, and also in Chicago, parties 
who in this way offered gifts to pur­ 
chasers of their packages have recent­ 
ly been arrested upon indictments for 
lottery swindling. 
The latest candi­ 
dates, both for public execration and 
criminal prosecution, are the manu­ 
factures of the alum baking j>owders, 
who are both, by means of gifts and 
lottery tickets, disposing of largo 
quantities of their corrosively poison­ 
ous compounds, which are so well 
known to be detrimental to health 
that no housekeeper will ndmit them 
to her kitchen knowinglo. 
The form 
of swindle is not only being i*»ddted 
from house to house, but under the 
promise of large profits to l>o realized, 
the manufacturers are entrenching 
themselves behind the counters of 
many grocers by getting them to offer 
the alum goods with the gifts or lot­ 
tery tickets attached, thereby shifting 
the liability to prosecution, in part, 
U{)on other, and perhaj>s innocent 
parties. 
Ever}’ grocer or dealer, for 
instance, who sells or offers for sale 
any of the prize for lottery baking 
I>owders is a criminal in the eye of the 
law. and liable, ui>on conviction, to 
tine and imprisonment, while those 
who sell the gift goods are. morally, 
as responsible, for they are offering 
an inducement, or prize, to house- 
keej>ers to use a food that contains a 
corrosive poison. This is a predica­ 
ment in which it is not possible our 
grocers will care to place themselves 
when they come to think seriously of 
the matter. . 
It must be borne in mind that every 
one of these gift or prize baking pow­ 
ders are alum baking powders. These 
{xiwders cost less than four cents a 
pound to produce: the gift or prize 
costs but a few cents more. 
They 
are sold at the price of a first-class 
baking powder, so that the swindle, 
in a commercial sense, is enormous. 
But the chief iniquity of the business 
consists in selling, as presumably 
wholesome, an article of a positively 
injurious character, and by means of 
gifts or bribes inducing servants or 
unsuspecting housekeepers to pur­ 
chase and use it in our daily food. 
There should 
be some prompt 
method of reaching these dangerous 
practices and punishing the parties 
engaged in their promotion. 
If the 
presents laws are not ample, we com­ 
mend the matter to the consideration 
of our State Board of Health for re- 
cammendation of 
such additional 
legislation as shall be effective for the 
protection of the public.

THE PLATFORM. 
The republicans of the United 
States assembled in convention, pause 
on the threshold to honor the memory 
of Abraham Lincoln and the heroic 
names of Grant, Garfield, Arthur, Lo­ 
gan and Conkling. 
May their mem­ 
ories be faithfully cherished. 
We al­ 
so extend sympathy to the noble sol­ 
dier and child of victory, Phillip H. 
Sheridan. We extend fraternal con­ 
gratulations to oui* fellow citizens of 
Brazil on the abolition of slavery. 
We also hope soon to congratulate 
the citizens of Ireland on the attain­ 
ment of home rule. 
We believe in the personal rights 
of citizens of every degree to cast a 
free ballot in public elections and to 
have it duly counted. 
We hold a free 
and honest popular ballot to be the 
foundation oi popular government. 
We charge that the present adminis­ 
tration and the dom or rat ic majority 
in congress owe their existence to 
criminal nullification of the constitu­ 
tion. 
We are uncompromisingly in favor 
of the American system of protection 
[tremendous applau-*- aud great ex­ 
citement, the audience arising to its 
feet. J We protest against its d<*struc- 
tion as advocated by the president 
and his party. 
They servo the inter­ 
ests of Europe, w e will protect those 
of America. 
Tho protective system 
must he sustained, We denounce the 
Mills bill as destructive to the gener­ 
al labor interests of the country, and 
endorse 
the action of tho republi­ 
can members in congress oppoung it. 
We condemn the placing of wool on 
the free list and believe the duties on 
it should I m* maintained. 
Taxies on 
tobacco should be repealed, as also 
those on spirits used iii the arts. 
We 
believe in placing duties on such im­ 
ports as may effect American indus­ 
tries and removing th rn from others. 
W e favor the entire repeal of the in­ 
ternal revenue tax rather than any 
surrender on the pro*ective system at 
tho behest of tho whiskey ring. 
W e oppose ( hinose and other labor 
alien to the spirit of our constitution. 
We delaro our opiTOsition to all 
combinations of capital such as trusts 
and recommend to congress and tin 
state legislatures the enactment of 
such laws us will prevent them. 
We reaffirm tin* policy of appropri­ 
ating public lands for homesteads for 
citizens. 
Tile 
r titration of rail­ 
road land grant* to actual settlers 
should Is* continued. The democratic 
{Tarty has never restored one acre to 
the people. 
We charge the demo­ 
cratic administration with failure to 
execute the homestead laws. 
Whenever the conditions of {xrpu- 
lation and the interior resources of 
the territories warrant, they should 
be admitted to the Union. 
All ter­ 
ritorial officers should Im* selected 
from the citizens of those territories 
South Dakota should Im * immediately 
admitted to the Union.and we endorse 
the actions of the republicans in con­ 
gress in twice voting to admit her. 
We arraign the democrats for defeat­ 
ing this. 
Washington, New Mexico, 
Idaho, Wyoming and Arizona should 


Im? admitted to statehood as soon as 
their condition warrants it.

The River at Aitkin. 
The correspondent of tin* Press 
from Aitkin says that “the steamer 
Fawn, with about a hundred pas­ 
sengers, made an excursion trip up 
the Mississippi as far as the mouth of 
the Big Willow*. 
It is one of the 
grandest sights ever witnessed here; 
no land visible for twenty miles. 
At 
P. T. Waldeck's farm there is about 
half an acre of land with from fifteen 
to twenty head of stock on it. 
A lit­ 
tle farther up two men wrere planting 
their crop on about an acre of land, 
and a foot rise would drown them out. 
People are living in wigwams along­ 
side of their homes, with their stock 
living on rafts. 
The excursion re­ 
turned from Willow river iii two 
hours and thirty minutes, beating all 
former records and landing at tho 
railroad bridge.” 


Look Out For Cyclones. 
The weather prophet, W. T. Foster, 
of Iowa, whoso meteorological pre­ 
dictions have already invested his 
name with some amount of notoriety, 
predicts serious atmospheric disturb­ 
ances in the West and Northwest 
during the next few days. 
He states 
that while he has no desire to create 
a sensation or to excite needless alarm 
he would call special attention to the 
severity of the storms which will 
probably set in to-day and continue 
until the close of the month. 
His 
reasons, he says, for calling attention 
to these dates are attributable to the 
fact that the earth and Mercury will 
pass the sun’s equator and Venus its 
equinoctial between the 18th and 28th 
of June, and if there is anything in 
planetary meteorology, these three 
astronomical events coming so close 
together will cause an increase of 
electrical potency and thereby aug­ 
ment the force of the storms. Their 
probable path will be, it is said, along 
or north of tho fortieth parallel, and 
the principal disturbance will proba­ 
bly cross the Mississippi valley between 
the days named.— Star. 


$10,006 For Their Capture. 
The robbers who stopped a North­ 
ern Pacific train last Saturday in 
Montana art* still at large. 
The sheriff 
of Yellowstone county, who has been 
in pursuit, has returned and relates 
the following to a Press correspond­ 
ent: 
There were probably eight men, 
one outfit of five with a wagon and 
three horses on the south side of the 
river near the railroad track and three 
men with horses on the north side of 
the river. 
These left their horses and 
crossed tho railroad bridge on foot, 
joining tie* others to make the rob- 
lM*ry. 
After effecting their purpose 
they recrossed and swan the horses 
across the river to the south side. 
The wagon was thrown into the river. 
Two men then went down the river in 
a skiff. 
The other three mounted 
their horses, and after circling among 
the bluffs on the banks of the Yellow­ 
stone 
struck 
south 
toward Wolf 
mountains in Wyoming, ICO miles 
from the railroad. 
Monday morning 
they crossed Bullock’s Fork, forty 
miles south of the railroad, where 
they were joined by the other three 
on horses. 
The six were now travel­ 
ing together. 
Sheriff Irvine, of Miles 
City, with two men under Sheriff 
Reed, of Billings, with two men, are 
on their trail about twelve hours be­ 
hind the robbers. 
If they reach the 
Wolf mountains before the posse it 
will be hard to find them and their 
escape is very probable. 
The department commander order­ 
ed Gen. Dudley to call in his two 
troops of cavally and Indian scouts, 
censuring him for sending them out 
on such an occasion. 
The Northern 
Pacific railroad now offers 810.000 re­ 
ward for the robbers, dead or alive.

P en sio n s or W id o w s . 
Th© president has approved the a c t of 
congress providing th a t pensions hereto­ 
fore or hereafter granted to widows and 
soldiers of the war of tlie rebellion shall 
commence a t the da te of the death 
of 
their husbands. This legislation favorably 
affects all classes ot widows of the late 
war; which have been tiled in the pension 
otHce on or after J u!y 1, 1880, and w hich 
have been allowed to commence from the 
da te of the 
tiling of the claims, but, wiil 
n o t favorably affect the ruses of such w id­ 
ows as were tiled before duly J, 1880, and 
which have been allowed, pension having 
already Iwen granted in those cases from 
the date of their h u sb and ’s death. 
The 
commissioner of pensions givesnotice th a t 
in tlie settlem ent under this law of claims 
already allowed no formal application will 
be required, and that the services of a t ­ 
torneys will not be necessary-. Widows en­ 
titled under said law need only write a let­ 
ter giving name, postoffice address and 
certificate number ai:d the claims will l»e 
allowed with as little delay as practicable.

farming, e ta The death of his father, which 
occurred in Cleveland, Ohio, left the youth 
to rely entirely upon his own resources, and 
he accordingly set out for New York city to 
accept tho position of uuder teacher in an 
asylum for the blind. 
In August, 1853, he 
lecured n place in the office of llodjreis, 
Bowen & Rodgers, Buffalo, N. Y., where he 
read law, and, in 1859, was admitted to the 
bar. 
In 1863 Grover Cleveland was appointed 
district attorney for the county of Erie, 
which event marked bis first entrance into 
political Hfe. 
In jl8 6 9 he was elected sheriff 
of the same county, having previously beeu 
defeated for the district-attorneyship by the 
Republican candidate, Lyman K. Bass. 
In 
1881 he was elected mayor of Buffalo on a 
combination Democratic und reform ticket. 
When a successor was to be elected to Gov 
A. B. Cornell the Democrats nominated

son, Mrs. Cleveland is the youngest of the 
many mistresses of the White House, having 
boen born m Buffalo, N. Y.% in 1864. 
TIH KMAN 1 1)11 VICE PltESIDENT. 
As was known on the third day of tho 
convention Allen T hurm an, o! Ohio, was 
nom inated for vico President, with scarce­ 
ly any opposition a t all, Gray and Black 
having received a few com plim entary votes. 
AUeu G. Thurman was born at Lynchburg, 
V’h., Nov. 13, 1813, 
He removed to Ohio in 
181 ‘3, and received an academic education 
and studied law under his uncle, William 
Allen, then seuator, and afterward governor 
of Ohio, und with Noah II. Bwayne, after­ 
ward a justice of the United Hrates supreme 
court 
While he studied law young T hur­ 
man also gave much of his time to lend sur­ 
veying. 
In 1844 he was sent to congress by 
the Democrats. 
During his service in that 
position .Mr. Thurman advocated and voted 
for the "Wilinot proviso," and opposed tho 
repeal of tho Alissouri com prom iso. 
After 
one terra in congress he returned to his pro­ 
fession, declining a renomination. 
lie re­

The smallest flowering plant in ex­ 
istence is Wolflia microscopies, a na­ 
tive of India. 
It belongs to the nat 
ural order Lemaceae.or the duck weed 
family. 
It is almost microscopic in 
size, destitute of proper stem, leaves 
and roots, but having these organs 
merged 
in 
one, 
forming a frond. 
There is, however, a prolongation of 
the lower surface into a kind of rlii/- 
oid, the purpose of which seems to be 
to enable the plant to float upright 
in the water. T h e tronds multiply as­ 
exual!}’ by sending out other fronds 
from a basilar slit or concavity, and 
with such rapidity does this take 
place that a few days often suffices to 
produce 
from 
a 
few individuals 
enough similar ones to cover many 
square rods oi pond surface with the 
minute preen granules. 
But small as these plants are, and 
simple in their structure, they yet 
produce flowers. Two flowers are pro­ 
duced on a plant, each of them very 
simple, and consisting of a single sta ­ 
men and the other of a single pistill, 
both of which burst through the upper 
surface ot the frond. There are two 
species of this genus growing in the 
eastern United States, one of them, 
Wolflia Columbiana, about 1-25 of 
an inch m diameter, and the other,W, 
Beasiliensis somewhat smaller in size. 
The American species has been collect­ 
ed near Philadelphia.

The Brooklyn Preacher Discourses on 
the Divine Assassination and 
Its Lesson.

Rev. T. P e W itl Talmage, D. D., took 
for his text the passage: 
Whosoever doth not hear His cross and 
come after me can not he my disciple. Luko 
xiv., 4-27. 
, He preached the following sermon: 
' The cross was a gibbet ou which criminals 
were put to death. 
It was sometimes made 
in the shape of the letter T, sometimes in 
the shape of the letter X, sometimes in ihe 
shape of the letter I—a simple upright; 
sometimes tv/o cross pieces against the per­ 
pendicular bar, so that upon the lower cross 
piece the criminal partially sat. 
But what­ 
ever style of 
cross always 
disgraceful, 
always agonizing. 
52 When Darius conquered Babylon he put 
two hundred captives to death on the cross. 
When Alexander conquered Tyre he put 
two thousand captives to death on the cross. 
So it was just an ordinary mode of punish­ 
ment. 
But in all the foiost of cresses on the 
hills and in the valleys of the earth tbere^is 
one cross that attracts moic attention than 
any other. 
It is not lusher than the others, 
it is not made out of different wood, there is 
nothing peculiar in the notch at which the 
two pieces are joined, and as to the scene, 
they witnessed crucifixions every few weeks 
so that I see a reckless man walking the 
hill and kicking carelessly aside a skull, and 
wondering who the villain was who had so 
fiat and misshapen a head; and here is an­ 
other skull, and there .11 the hillside is 
another skull. 
Indeed the Bible says it 
was “a place of skulls.” 
But about the vic­ 
tim on one of these crosses all ages are cry­ 
ing: ‘‘Who is He? Was He a man? Was lie 
a God?” Was lie man and God?” 
Through the darkness of that gloomy day 
I come close tip enough to the cross to see 
who it is. It is Jesus. How did lie come 
there? Had lie come tip on the hill to look 
oil upon the heautilul landscape or upon a 
brilliant sunset? 
No. 
ile came there ill 
and exhausted. 
Peoj ^c sometimes wonder 
why Christ expired so quickly on the cross, 
in six or seven hours, while other victims 
have been on the cross for forty-eight hours 
before life was extinct. 
1 will tell you the 
reason, 
lie was exhausted when he came 
there. 
He had been scourged. 
We 
are 
horrified at the cruelties of the whipping­ 
post, hut those cruelties were mercy as com­ 
pared with the scourging of Jesus Christ. 
1 saw at Antwerp a picture made by Ru* 
!>eus—Rubens’ picture of the scourging of 
Jesus Chnst. 
It mu* the most overmaster. 
Ing picture I ever looked at, or ever expect 
to see. As the long-1 rocked official opened 
the door that hid the picture there He was— 
Christ with back bent and bared. 
The llag- 
elator -tooJ with the upper teeth clinched 
jver the lower lip, as though to give vio­ 
lence to the blows. 
Tlieie were the swollen 
shoulders of Christ. 
There were the black 
and blue ridges, denied eten the relief of 
bleeding. 
There was the flesh adhering to 
the whips as they were lifted. 
There were 
the marks where the knots in the whips 
gouged out the flesh. 
There stood the per­ 
secutor, with his foot on the ealfol the leg 
of the Savior, balancing himself. 
Oh, the 
furious and hellish look on those faces, grin­ 
ning vengeance against the Son of God. The 
picture seized me, it overwhelmed me; it 
►eemeu as if it would kill me. 1 do not think 
I could have iookeu at it five minutes and 
have lived. 
But that, my friends, was before Christ 
had started for Calvary. 
That was only the 
whipping. 
Are you ready lor the journey to 
the cross? 
The carpenters have split the timber into 
two pieces. 
They arc heavy and they arc 
long pieces, for one of them must he fa - 
toned deep down in the earih lest the strug­ 
gling of the victim uj*et the structure. 
They put this timber 0:1 the shoulder of 
Christ very, gradually first, 10 see whether 
Ho can slan I it, and after they find lie can 
stan 1 it, they put the whole weight upon 
Him. 
Forward, now, to Calvary. 
The 
hooting ana tie veiling mob follow 011. 
under tiie weight of the cross, Christ being 
weary and sick, He stumbles and falls, aim 
they jerk at his robe indignant that lie 
should have stumbled and fallen, and they 
cry: “Get up, get up”’ Christ, putting one 
hand 011 the ground and the other hand on 
the cross, rises, looking into the Gee of 
Mary, Ills mother, lor sympathy, but they 
tell her to stand hack, ii is 110 place for a 
woman—“stand hack and stop this crying.” 
Christ moves on with His burden ujxm Ilis 
shoulders, and there is a boy that passes 
along with Him, a boy holding a mallet and 
a few nails. 
I wonder what they are for. 
Christ moves on until the burden is ,»o great 
lie staggers and falls flat into the du>t and 
faints dead away, and a ruffian puts llis foot 
011 Him and -hakes Him as he would a dead 
dog, while another ruffian looks down at 
Him, wondering whether Ho has fainted 
away or whether lie is only pretending to 
l'aiut away, and with jeer and ion tempt io­ 
dise libahie say-: “Fainted, have you? Faint­ 
ed! Get up, get 011!” 
Now they have arrived at the foot of the 
hill. 
Off with llis clothes. 
Shail that loath­ 
some mob look upon .the unrobed body of 
Christ? Yes. 
The commanding officer' say: 
“ Unfasten the girdle, takeoff the coat, strip 
Him.” 
'1 lie work is done. 
Bring back the 
coat, for here arc the gamblers to-sing up 
com 
on 
the 
ground, 
saying: 
“ Who 
shall have the coat?” One ruffian sav*: “ I 
have it, 1 have it—it is mine!” ile rolls it 
up and puts it under his arm, or he examines 
it to see w hat kind of fabric it is made of. 
Then they put the cross u|>on the ground, 
and they stretch Christ upon it, and four or 
five men hold Him down w nile they drive 
the sp ik es home: at every thump a groan, a 
groan! Alas, alas! the hour j as-e> on and me 
time comes when they must crucify liim . 
Christ has only one garment left now, a 
cap, a cap of thorns. 
No danger that it will 
fall oft, for tne sharp edges have punctured 
the temples and it is sure and last. 
< )nc ruf­ 
fian takes hold of one end of the short beam 
of the 11 oss, and another ruffian takes hold 
of the other end of the short beam of 
the cross, and another ruffian put his arms 
arouna the waist of Christ, and another ruf- 
liau takesJioid of the end of the long beam 
of the cio s. and all together they move on 
until they conic to the hole digged in the 
earth, and with awful plunge it jars down 
with its burden of woo. 
It is not the picture 
of a Christ, it is not the statue of Christ, as 
you sometimes see in a cathedral; but it is 
the body <>f a bleeding, living, dying Christ. 
They sometimes say lie had five wounds, 
hut they have counted wrong. 
Two wounds 
for the hands, two wounds tor the leet, one 
wound for the side, they say, live wounds. 
No they have missed the worst and they 
have missed the most. 
Did you ever see the 
bramble out of which that crown of thorns 
was made? 1 saw one 011 a Brooklyn ferry - 
lioat, in Hie hands of a gentleman who had 
jU'l returned from Palestine, a bramble just 
like tn a t« ut of which me crown of thorns 
was made. O howr cruel and how stubborn 
were Hie thorns! And when tnat cap of 
thorns was put upon Christ it was pressed 
down on Him, not five wounds but ten, 
twenty, thirty—I can not count them. 
There were three or lour absences that 
made that scene worse. First there was the 
absence of water. 
The climate was hot; 
the fever, the information, the nervous pros­ 
tration, the gangrene had seized upon Him. 
and He terribly wanted water. 
Ills wounds 
were worse than gunshot fractures, and yet

They offered Him an intox­ 
icating draught made out of wine and myrrh, 
hut He declined it- He wanted to die sober. 
No water. 
Then, my friends, there was the absence 
of light. 
Darkness always exasperates trou­ 
ble. 
I never shall forget the night in the 
summer of 1873, in the steamer Greece, mid- 
Atlantic, evert.moment expeetiuji£tiie • learn­ 
er to go down.* 
All the lights in the cabin 
were blown out. 
The captain came crawl­ 
ing ou liis hands and knees, for he could not 
stand upright, so violently was the 
vessel 
pitching, and he cried out: Light up, light 
The steward -aid:

aie gone.” 
The captain said:

“Oh, 
no!” you say, “ I have a slirinKing and a 
ronsitive 
nature, 
and 
it would be iin- 
possible for me to 
rise 
before 
a large 
assemblage, announcing myself on the Loru’s 
side.” 
Just as I feared.

There is a second cross offered 
you and you cannot carrv it. 
Christ lilted a

ounce for Him. 
There is someone w-bose cross it will he to 
present religion in the home circle. 
Would 
you dare to kneel dow n aud pray if your 
brother and sister were looking at you? 
Could you ask a blessing^at the tea table? 
Couid you take the Bible; and gather your 
family around you aud read of Chr.st and 
heaven and your inunoital soul? Coul 1 you 
then kneel aud pray ft r a blessing 011 tour 
household? 
you say, “not exactly that. 
I couldn’t quite do' that because 1 have a 
very quick temper, an I if 1 prolessed relig­ 
ion and tried to tdk religion in.my house­ 
hold and after that L should lose my temper, 
they would scoff at me and s«y: ‘You are 
a pretty Christian!’ ” 
So \ou are *cowe t 
down and their sarcasm keeps you out of 
heaven and away from Christ, w hen utuler 
God you ought to take away your whole 
family into the kingdom. Christ lifted a 
mountain, lifted a whole world for you; you 
can not lift an ounce for Him. 
1 see how it 
is; 
you want to be favorable to religion, I 
volt want to support Christian institutions, j 
you like to be associated with those w’tiolove ■ 
the Ix>rd Jesus Christ; hut as to taking a pos- ! 
itive step on this subject you can not—you ! 
cannot, and my text, like a gate of a hun­ 
dred holts, bars you away from peace 011 j 
earth and glory in heaven. 
There are hundreds of men and women 
here, brave enough in other tilings 7111 life, j 
who simply lor the lack| of mandness stay j 
away from God. 
They dare not say: 
“ For. I 
ever and forever, Lord Jesti-, 1 take Thee. I 
Thou hast ledeemed me by Thv blood, here i 
is my immortal spirit. Listen, all my Mends. J 
Listen, all the world.” 
They are' lurking 
around about the kingdom of God—they are 
lurking around about it, expecting t > craw l 
in some time when nobody is looking, tor- 
gettui 01 the tremendous words of my text: 
“ Whosoever doth not bear His cross and 
come after Me cannot be My disciple ” 
An officer of a neighboring church told me 
that he was in a store in New York—just 
happened in—where there were many clerks, 
and a gentleman came in and said to a young 
man standing behind the counter: “ Are you 
the young man that arose the olh r night in 
the Brooklyn tabernacle and asked for pray, 
ers?” Without any flush of cheek he replied: 
“I am. 
I havn’t id ways done right, aud I 
havo been quite bad; but sin< e 1 arose for 
prayers I think I am fietter than I was.” 
It 
was only his way of announcing that lie had 
started for the higher life. 
God will not 
cast out a man w ho is brave enough to take 
a step ahead like that.

And we join that pro. essiou with 
our smaller crosses and our lignter burdens, 
and Clir st looks back and He tees some art 
halting because they can not endure the 
shame or bear the burden, i.ud with a voice 
which has in it majesty and omnipotence, 
He cries until all the earth trembles: “ Who­ 
soever doth noj Ira r h s ero-s and come af­ 
ter me can not fie My disciple.” 
Oh, my brethren, my sisters- lor I do not 
speak profession’llly; i speak a- a brother 
would speak to a broth r or 
l-tcr— my 
brother, can you m t hear a cross if at last 
you can wear a cto.vn? 
Come now, let u- 
divide off. Wiio is on tiie Loru’s side? Who 
is ready to turn his hack upon the L unb oi 
God, tuat t:ik,'th away the sin of tiie world? 
A Roman emperor said to a Greek archi­ 
tect: 
“ You huud me a coliseum, a grand 
coliseum of ail the people, and I w ill make 
a great day of festival on your account.” 
The Greek architect did his work, did it 
^nagniflceutly, planned the building, looked 
after its coiistruetion. 
‘| he building was 
done. 
Tiie day for opening arrived. In the 
coliseum were the emperor and the Greek 
architect.

Damage Done by Avalanches. 
We have to go back for something 
like half a century to find in the his­ 
tory of Switzerland and Piedm ont 
any record of calam ity from avalanch­ 
es a t all equal to th a t of the recent sea­ 
son. The loss of life seems to have 
been greatest on the steepest so u th ­ 
ern side of the Alps, but the loss of 
cattle and destruction of fields and 
houses on the northern side has been 
perhaps greater. 
Some of the best 
known resorts in the Valais have thus 
suffered. 
Hand a, in the Zerm att, val­ 
ley, has been destroyed, and in the 
Saasthal nearly all the principal vil­ 
lages have been more or less ruined. 
The damage done is not confined to 
the chalets and cattle >-1“ - -nucic by 
masses of snow, earth and trees which 
the avalanche whirls along, but the 
injury from 
the 
avalanche blast 
is still 
more 
extensive. Thus, 
in 
$aasgrund, where only p a rt of tiie 
village is exposed, the other p a rt be­ 
ing protected by an immense pine 
wood, the unprotected portion, which 
includes tiie village church, was sh a t­ 
tered by fragments ot the avalanche, 
but the doors and windows of eveiy 
house in the village, with hardly a 
single exception, forced in by mete 
concussion of air, and the same thing 
happened a t the Simplon Hospice. 
The spray of a large avalanche 
raises a snow storm of such fury as to 
oblige men more then a mile off to 
run for shelter. 
The houses which 
suffer in this way yet rapidly filled 
with snow, and the cattle, if n o t got 
ou t quickly, perish. 
As Switzerland 
is so essentially the playground of 
Europe, it is to be hoped th a t the 
appeal for aid for sufferers made by 
the English Alpine club will meet with 
a generous 
response.—L o n d o n . Ob­ 
server. 


With Heads to the North. 
The belief th a t h u m a n beings should 
sleep with the ir heads to the north is 
said to have its foundation in a sci­ 
entific fact. The French Academy of 
Sciences has made experiments upon 
the body of a guillotined m an which 
go to prove th a t each hum an system 
is in itself an electric battery, one 
electrode being represented by the 
head, the other by the feet. 
The 
body was taken immediately after 
death and placed 011 a pivot, to move 
as it might. 
After some vacillation 
the head portion turned tow ard the 
nortli, the body then remaining s ta ­ 
tionary.

the professors 
turned it half way round, but it soon 
regained its original position, and the 
same result was repeatedly obtained 
until 
organic 
m ovem ent 
finally 
ceased.—Globe Democrat.

Brave as a Lion Was Ho and the 
Stern Captain Hold Him to His 
Heart. 
The Cosmopolitan. 
On the first day of the b attle of 
CusIozza. the twenty-fourth of July, 
1818, a b o u t sixty soldiers belonging 
to one of the Italian infantry regi­ 
ments, having been sent to occupy an 
isolated house on a height, were un­ 
expectedly attacked by two com pan­ 
ies of Austrians, who, firing on them 
from different points, 
barely gave 
them time to take refuge in the house 
and hastily barricade the doors, leav­ 
ing several dead and wounded in the 
fields. 
After barricading the doors 
the Italian soldiers hastily ran to the 
windows on tiie first floor and began 
to pour a steady lire into the assail­ 
ants, who were gradually advancing 
in a semi circle, and replying vigor­ 
ously. 
The sixty Italians were com m and­ 
ed by tw o subalterns and a captain, 
a tall old fellow, lean and severe, with 
white hair and moustaches; 
with 
them was a Sardinian drum m er boy, 
a boy not much mote th an fourteen 
years old, and who scarcely appeared 
to be twelve; he was small, with an 
olive brown face and two sparkling 
little deep black eyes. Tho captain 
was directing the defence from a win­ 
dow on the first floor, shouting his 
orders like pistol shots and with no 
sign of em otion on his hard face. The 
drumm er boy, who was a little pale 
but firm on his legs, got up on a table 
and was stretching ou t his neck to 
see out ot the windows and leaning 
against the wall; through the smoke 
he saw the white uniforms of the Aus­ 
trians, who were slowly advancing 
through the fields. 
The house was 
situated on a sum m it of a steep slope 
and on the side tow ards the slope had 
but one small window, high up, which 
looked ou t from the garret; therefore 
the Austrians did n o t threaten the 
house from th a t side and the slope 
was clear; their fire was directed only 
tow ards the front and the two sides. 
It was an infernal fire, a hail of lead­ 
en bullets, which on the outside crack­ 
ed the walls and crumbled the tiles, 
ami on the inside smashed ceilings, 
furniture, window frames, and door 
posts, tilling the air with splinters, 
clouds of plaster and bits ot pottery 
and glass; hissing, rebounding, crash­ 
ing into everything with a noise fit to 
drive one mad. 
From time to time 
one of the soldiers who were firing 
from the windows fell back on the 
floor, and was dragged to one side, 
fc’ome tottered from room to room, 
pressing their hands on their wounds. 
In the kitchen there was already one 
dead man, with a bail through his 
forehead. The semi circle of the enemy 
kept closing up. 
All a t once the captain who until 
then had been impassible, was seen to 
show signs of uneasiness and to stride 
out of the room followed by a ser­ 
geant. 
About three minutes after­ 
wards the sergeant came rushing back 
and called the drum m er boy, beckon­ 
ing him to follow. The boy ran after 
him up a wooden stair-case, and went 
with him into an em pty garret, where 
he saw the captain, who was writing 
with a j>encil on a sheet of paper, lean­ 
ing against the window, with a well- 
rope on the tloor a t his feet. 
The captain folded the paper and 
looking with his cold, grayish eyes, 
before which all the soldiers trembled, 
into the eyes of the boy, said abrupt- 
ly: 
“ Drummer 
boy! 
The 
drum m er 
boy saluted. 
The 
captain 
said, 
“ You’ve got grit.” 
The boy’s eyes 
lighted up. 
“ Yes, captain,” be answered. 
“ Look down there,” said the cap­ 
tain, rushing him to the window, “ in 
the plains near the houses of Villa- 
franca, where there is a glittering of 
bayonets.

window, run down the hill, go through 
the field and give the note to the first 
officer you see.

The boy took off his belt and k n ap ­ 
sack and put the note in his breast 
pocket; the sergeant threw ou t the 
rope and grasped one end of it with 
both hands; the captain helped the 
boy pass backwards through the lit­ 
tle window. 
“ Take care,” he said to 
him, “ the safety of the detatchm ent 
depends upon your courage and on 
your legs.” 
“T ru st me, captain,” replied the 
drum m er boy, swinging himseif out. 
“ Stoop a* you go down,” said the 
captain again, helping the sergeant to 
hold the rope. 
“ Never fear.” 
“God help you!” 
In a few minutes the boy was on the 
ground; the sergeant drew up tfie rope 
and disappeared; the captain sprang 
to the window and saw the boy flying 
down the hill. 
He was already hoping th a t he had 
succeeded in escaping 
unobserved, 
when five or six little clouds of dust 
which rose lrom the ground both be­ 
fore and behind the boy warned him 
th a t he had been seen by the Aus­ 
trians, who were firing a t him from the 
top of the hill. Those little clouds 
were earth throw n up by the bullets. 
But the boy continued to run a t a 
breakneck pace. 
All a t once he fell. 
“ Killed!” roared the captain, biting 
his fist. 
But he had scarcely said the 
word when he saw the boy get up. 
“ Ah! only a fall!” lie said to himself, 
and breathed again. 
In fact, the boy 
began to run again as fast as he could, 
bu t he limped. 
“ A sprained ankle,” 
thought the captain. 
A few little more clouds of dust rose 
here and there around the boy, but 
they were always farther off. 
He was 
safe. The captain gave an exclama­ 
tion of trium ph. 
But hecontinued to 
follow him anxiously with his eyes,be­ 
cause it was a (piestion of minutes, if 
ho did not get down tVare as quickly 
as possible with the note, which re­ 
quested immediate relief, either all his 
soldiers would be killed or he would 
have to surrender and become prison­ 
ers with them. 
The boy ran swiftly 
for a while and then limped and slack­ 
ened his pace, and then broke into a 
run again, but he seemed to become 
more and more fatigued, and every 
little while stumbled and paused for a 
moment.

which has taken so long in making, 
I has cost very near a million sterling, 
but it appears to have been well spent 
J —at least the present generation has 
no reason to grumble, for tne saving 
| from being able to do aw ay with 
; water-raising appliances am ounts to 
I Cl .1,000 a year. 
There is one further point, however, 
wortli notice, for if w » have tile »d- 
vantage of our great-grandlatiters in 
t lie /natter of nu chanical ap p lian t s, 
they were certainly better off in the 
price of labor. 
The original contract 
for the tunnel m ade iii I 7fi2 m a s that 
it should be completed in thirty years 
and should cost £7 per yard run. For 
eleven years the work Mas done at 
this price, but the French R evolution 
enhanced the cost of labor ami m a­ 
terials to such an 
extent that tor 
thirty years little pi ogress was made. 
For ten years following much pro­ 
gress was made, and then tile work 
dropped for tw enty years more, until 
the water threatened to drown the 
mines altogether. 
Finally, the tunnel 
was complete*! in 1888, the remaining 
part costing L’J I a yard; or more 
than three tim es as much as the orig­ 
inal contract rate.

No Harm in M iddle Nam es 
From the Sacramento Record-Union. 
A writer in an eastern review who 
believes not only th a t there is som e­ 
thing in a name, but 
a very great 
deal, urges the people to cease giving 
middle names to children. 
He finds 
that individual greatness and worth 
in 
America has 
been represented 
largely by those who had no middle 
names. 
Thus, of the fifty-three sign­ 
ers of the declaration of independence 
only Duee had more than one name. 
In the first American commercial con­ 
vention n ot a solitary deleeate had 
a middle name. 
In the convention of 
1787 to revise the constitution, of 
the 50 delegates 51 had but one name. 
Of the 48 signers of the 
articles of 
confederation only 4 ha*! two “given” 
names. 
Of the 36 speakers of the 
house in the first half of the century 
only .12 had middle name*. 
Of the 
5 chief justices in tho sam e period 
none had middle names, and of 31 
associate justices in th at tim e only 5 
had 
more 
than 
one 
name. 
Of tile 
18 
secretaries of 
sta te 
only 2 had middle names. Of I 8 secre­ 
taries of the treasury only 8, of the 
20 secretaries of war only 0, and of 
the 21 secretaries of the navy but 8 
had middle names. 
We have had 22 
presidents and 15 of them had no 
middle names elven them at birth. Of 
5 senators 
tvho became presidents 
only one was doubly named. 
This 
is amusing, but is really not an ingeni­ 
ous device to discourage double nam ­ 
ing, and impress people with the sus­ 
picion that there m ay be som e “sub­ 
tle forces directing the fate of men,” 
and th at “a name bestowed upon the 
helpless infant m ay produce effects” 
marting the career of the man. 
But 
let us see how statistics of this char­ 
acter prove nothing. 
The output of 
a very few m inutes ot search enables 
us lo make this showing: 
Of the 33 
m inisters of the United States a t for­ 
eign courts, 28 have 2 and 5 have 
three given names. 
Of tho United 
St at en senators 02 have middle names. 
Of the governors of the *48 sta tes and 
territories -IO have double names. 
Of 
the 27 lieutenant-governors 20 have 
t wo names. 
Of the 980 names of the 
distinguished poets, authors, philoso­ 
phers, clergymen, statesm en and lit­ 
erary lights of m any centuries quoted 
in H oyt A' W ard’s adm irable encyclo­ 
pedia 025 had two more given names. 
Of nearly 300 men and women distin­ 
guished in American literature,treated 
in r. F. Richardson’s work (the latest 
on American literature), the division 
is even bef ween 
single and double 
names. This sort of pleasantry m ight 
he continued indefinitely. 
S tatistics 
in such a m atter is scarcely valuable 
enough to be amusing.

Bitten by a Cobra and Lives. 
London Standard. 
Dr. Vincent Richards has been grant­ 
ed an experience unique, probably in 
the annals of m ankind—fairly bitten 
by a cobra, he has felt no consequenc­ 
es. 
At this m om ent, doubtless, he re­ 
grets the natural irritation which led 
him to kill the reptile. We may safely 
assum e th at its fangs were in working 
order; but it Mould have been more 
satisfactory to have had clear proof. 
Dr. Richards collect* *1 a number of 
snakes for som e experim ent—in these 
cases one can never he sure M’hat class 
of experim ent Mill turn up. however. 
A lively cobra upset the program ,fast­ 
ening upon the operator’s hand. 
He 
laid tile linger open to the bone,above 
the wound,and applied perm anganate 
of p otash —gentlemen of prudent dis­ 
position who consort Math 
snakes 
keep such m aterials bandy. 
Then he 
drove off for advice. Lr. Macleod and 
Fir Benjamin Simpson re-opened the 
gash, cauterized it with nitric acid, 
and tile story ends. 
More than two 
m onths have passed,and Dr. Richards 
m ay pose, if he thinks fit, as the hero 
of ail ad venture hitherto unparalleled. 
It is a great pity, though, that he de­ 
stroyed the snake. 
Perhaps the re­ 
mains cave sufficient evidence of its 
capacity for mischief; but if so, the 
report should have mentioned it. We 
should like to know, also, how much 
time was Masted in the impulse of in­ 
dignation—hut th at M ill never be a s­ 
certained. 
For all his 
presence of 
mind, Dr. Richards did not consult a 
stop watch, probably, in fact, if he 
had, the story would have been yet 
shorter than it is. In treating the bite 
of a cobra a man m ust work against 
tim e at awful odds, for one pulse beat 
which carries the poison into the sys- 
stem carries death—a t least such is 
the impression oi the authorities, and 
this case will be immensely valuable 
if it show' good reason to think th at 
the idea is exaggerated.

except the two gentlemen who were 
present at the conference. 
How the delegates were elected 
from other counties we do not know, 
but it is not presuming too much to 
state that beyond a doubt they as­ 
sumed the duty as did the gentlemen 
above mentioned. 


Where this meeting was to be held 
or at what hour was as secret a sub­ 
ject as was the balance of the transac­ 
tions, but finally the five gentlemen 
were found closeted in the jury room 
at the Wadena court house, but the 
business had lx*en transacted and the 
meeting was just adjourning when a 
reporter 
gained 
admission. 
The 
gentlemen had accomplished their 
purpose and of course secrecy was no 
longer available. 
A people’s judicial 
convention has been called to meet at 
Aitkin on Jnne 27th, with representa­ 
tion as follows: Aitkin 4, Cass 4, 
Crow Wing 6, Hubbard 2, Itasca 2, 
Wadena 5. 


A copy of the minutes of the trans­ 
actions was given us by Mr. Cook, 
secretary of the meeting, which were 
as follows:

Moved and seconded that the rep­ 
resentation of the several counties m 
the district be based upon the repub­ 
lican representation in the congres­ 
sional convention to be held in St. 
Cloud, June 12th, 1888, the number 
of delegates to be doubled in the sev­ 
eral counties in the judicial district, 
the object being to give a fuller ex­ 
pression of public feeling in conven­ 
tion. 
Carried. 
Moved and seconded that we ad­ 
journ. 
Carried. 
G eo. F. Cook, Sec’y. 
Four hours after getting these 
minutes we were informed that a 
slight error had been made and step­ 
ping down to the secretary’s office we 
found a Mr. Brocker getting up an 
entire new set of records. 
These were 
to be forwarded to as but Mr. Paine 
brought them to the depot and after 
having delivered them demanded the 
return of the copy of the o r i g i n a l 
minutes which were in our possession 
and which demand was refused. 
He 
then took it upon himself to remove 
the copy that he had brought, in any­ 
thing but a gentlemanly way, from a 
third party’s possession. 
Whether 
this move on his part was because he 
was ashamed of anything that had 
been done or not we are unprepared 
to state. 
The people of the Fifteenth Judi­ 
cial District are not opposed to a non­ 
partisan nomination and in fact the 
idea is the correct one but it mast not 
be carried on in the way that the move 
has been started. 
There is nothing 
to be secret about; if the people are 
to put in nomination a man the peo­ 
ple certainly ought to know some­ 
thing about it, but if the calling of the 
primaries to elect delegates to Aitkin 
is as secret as the previous movements, 
Mr. Paine and his boss will get to­ 
gether and do the whole job—of 
course it will save time and maybe 
vexation—but the dear people 
in 
whose cause they are laboring will be 
served. 
If Mr. Holland’s democratic 
campaign is to be engineered in this 
manner under the gui.se of another 
name the sooner the public find it out 
the better it will be.
